Holding there was no. evidence 
against the. defendant firm in 3 
claim brought for alleged wrongful 
seizure of goods, the Chief Justice, 
Sir Atholl MacGregor, at the Sum- 
mary Court yesterday,. ordered the 


| claim ‘to be non-sulted, The plain- 


tiff was Tse Fuk, trading as the 
Kwong Fat Cheong frm, ‘No, 37 
Sing Wo Road, and the, defendant 
was the Hing Kee firm, No. 4, Con- 


‘| nought Road West. The plaintiff. 


represened by Mr. C, E.'R., Sander- 
son; claimed $1,000 damages.” 

Neither the defendant nor his 
solicitor, Mr. M.A. da Silva. was 
present, 

Mr. Sanderson said’ that the 
plaintiff was a grocer and the sole 
proprietor of the Kwong Fat 
Cheong firm: His tase was that on, 
the early morning of November 25, 
while the. plaintiff was away in 
Canton, with 4a foki in charge of 
the ‘shop, a salesman .of the de- 
tendant firm and: two fokis raided 
the plaintiffs shop and carried 
away a ‘considerable quantity of 
stock-in-trade goods which had 
never. been returned. The leader 
of the. rald"was the defendant's 
salesman, named Fel Chai (Fatty) 


| beung who was well-known to the 


plaintiff. A Chinese, constable 
‘came on the scene when, the raid 
was in. progress. The. constable 
asked Leung why he was removing 
the goods and he replied that he 
was acting under. the orders of his 
master. - 

Two letters passed between Mr. 
Sanderson and Mr. da Sliva and 
the latter's reply repudiated em- 
phatically the extraordinary allega- 
tions made by the: plaintiff. - 

“Phere was no question, sald Mr. 
Sanaerson, that the shop was raid- I 
ed on the day in question and it 
would appear that the only issue of 
tact would be, did defendant's fokis 
take part in the rald and whether 
they were acting on tnelr‘master’s 
express instructions or with his 
authority, If they were merely on 
a frolic ot thelr own then clearly 
the defendant firm were not Mable. 


NO. POLICE ‘ACTION 


No police action was taken as the 
constable regarded it as a civil 
matter and in fact no report was

To 
Which the fool replied,” “I do 
truly.” There ‘fy good reason in 
the. fool's desire for the mind 
which $3 not poetical, be it aa 
clever: as it may, unlike poor 
Audrey's, it is only so much dead- 
welght. for others to carry ‘and 
suffer. Like the unimaginative 
child it has always. got to be kept 
busy to keep It out of mischief, so 
that by occupying it, tt may not 
become the prey’to the suggestions 
of its circumstances and the pro- 
vocations ef its conditions, 
But you may be tempted to ask 
what all’ this has got-to ‘do: with 
Poetry, and perhaps here we had 
better call a brief halt and try to 
define what we mean - by poetry. 
The words, poem, poet, and poetry 
are all “derlvea” from .one Greek 
word which medans:*to make,” “to 
create.” The Scots had a word for 
{they called the poet a “max- 
kar,” a “maker.” Hence the strict 
derivative meaning of poetical ap- 
prectation of Ufe means. that we 
adopt a creative attitude towards 
It, and to have a living. apprecia- 
tion of poetry means that we are 
sble to derive from poetsy the

| become creative in our lives. 


GOODNESS AND BEAUTY 
The “next question in logicus 
Sequence then, Is what are we to 
make, what is it we are tw. be 
inspired te create? To-these ques- 


‘tons there is but one categorical 


answer. We are to be the creators 
Of gdodness'and of beauty. ° They 
aré the ‘only things which living 
beings can créate. “It is impossible 
to'create evil. - Evil ts never a 
creation but the destruction of 
some part of an already existing 
goodness; and ugliness, which 1s 
but the aesthetic equivalent of 
moral ‘evil, when the former fs 
directiy: caused by a controllable 
agency which is human, is not a 
new creation but the spollation of 
an existing beauty. Evi! whether 
it is moral, aesthetic or Physical, 
is not.a reality but the absence of 
reality, : :

The 
Argentine Government has already 
signified {ts intention, as a friendly 
gesture to this country, of sending 
a division of men-of-War to Spit- 
head.
